'railway, has appointed a special com- 
mittee to deal with the steel. corpor- 
ation in an effort to procure better 
rails, the great number of wrecks of 
the last year having been proven be- 
yond a doubt to be attribtttable chief- 
ly to inferior rails.

"" a long tinie> but that none of the 


•railways dare antagonize the power- 
ful steel trust.

"The lives of the passengers on 


the Southern Pacific are more than 
a necessity for dividends 
on steel 


stocks." 
This is the notable senti- 


ment attributed to the "little giant," 
but whether he voiced it or not, it is 
certain that he took the bull by the 
horns by switching an order for 150,- 
000 tons of rails to the Tennessee 
Coal and Iron company, virtually the 
only independent plant in the coun- 
try, and by so doing, proclaimed his' 
independence to the steel trust.

ECONOMIC ILLS 


Colonel Bryan Would Apply the 


Jeffersonian Maxim. 


SPECIAL PRIVILEGES TO NONE 


Nebraskan Defines His Attitude Rela- 


tive to the Licensing of Trusts. 
Would Not Look With Favor Upon 
Third Term For Any Occupant of 
the Presidential Office. 


Baltimore, June 5.—-"The Jefferson 


maxim—equal rights to all and special 
privileges to none—embodies the gov- 
ernmental principle whose application 
is most needed at 
this time," said 


William Jennings Bryan, who is in 
this 
city. 
He 
continued: "The 


abuses of which, the people complain 
arise from the violation of this prin- 
ciple. Both Jefferson and Jackson 
pointed out the evils of favoritism and 
privilege, and those evils are especial- 
ly noticeable at this time when great 
corporations have secured such in- 
fluence in politics. The trust, tariff, 
and railroad questions all illustratethe 
overshadowing influence of corporate 
wealth. 
Favoritism 
in government 


operates always in the interest of the 
few and against the masses. 
The 


remedy lies in the withdrawal of the 
privileges in so far as the evil rests 
upon privilege, and a restraint on cor- 
porations in so far as the corporations 
have overstepped the law." 


Referring to his attitude relative 


to the licensing of so-called trusts Mr. 
Bryan said: "It has been criticised by 
some who spend more time objecting 
to remedies than they do proposing 
remedies, but the license system 
which I advocate was indorsed in the 
Kansas City platform seven years ago. 
We have a few Democrats whose 
sympathies are with the trusts and 
some Democrats are always alarmed 
when a remedy is proposed. If the 
remedy is proposed by a state, such 
Democrats are afraid that it interferes 
with the federal government, and if it 
is proposed by the federal govern- 
ment, they are afraid it interferes with 
the state. The people will not take 
their Democracy from the employes of 
the trusts, who earn their salaries by 
chloroforming the public while 
the 


pockets of the -people are 
being 


people's pockets are being picked." 
Relative to a third term for any 
occupant of the presidential office, the 
speaker said: 
"When in congress I 


endeavored to secure an amendment 
to constitution making the president 
ineligible for a second term and in 
both of my campaigns I also announc- 
ed that if I were elected, I would not 
be a candidate for a second term. I 
would hardly look favorably, there- 
fore, upon a third term."

Rodolphe Forget, a member of the 
Canadian parliament, was asked by a 
representative of the Montreal Star to 
give his opinion of muijicipal owner- 
ship in the European cities he had vis- 
ited. His reply was:

I did not 
speak to my man. rod when he arrived 
in Paris later on 1 Vamed that he, too, 
had been charged 13 francs. I wonder 
if they would stand this sort of thing 
on this side of the water. I do not 
think so.

WORLD COUNCIL OF PROGRESS 


Movement From Northern Europe In- 


tended to Bring Nations Closer. 


Word has been brought from Den- 


. mark of a movement, to become world- 
wide, which is taking form through the 
organization of an association called 
the Vikings, says the New York Times. 
The first national council already form- 
ed in Copenhagen is composed of some 
of the most representative and best in- 
formed men in the Danish capital. Its 
chief present object is fair and free 
discussion of great questions Intimate- 
ly affecting the northern nations of 
Europe, such, for instance, as the pro* 
posed closing of the Baltic by Ger- 
many and the publication to the world 
of the results of such discussions. 


Ultimately it is planned that associ- 


ations of Vikings will be established 
in every country, national councils be- 
ing planted on the greatest centers- 
New York in the United States, Lon- 
don in England, Buenos Ayres in Ar- 
gentina, etc.—and subordinate councils 
in smaller centers. 
When this has 


been accomplished, the discussion of 
the Vikings will take wider scope. 


As wrought out down to the present 


the plan of the Vikings as a world or- 
ganization includes a central council 
of a dozen or a score to be established 
in London and to be re-enforced by 
representatives from each nation. Each 
national council is to be chartered by 
this central council, which is also to 
charter such subordinate councils as 
may be recommended by the national 
councils. The first steps in the forma- 
tion of the central council have already 
been taken, as they hare also for the 
establishment of national councils in 
France, Germany, Austria, India, Italy 
and Canada. 


A co-ordinate organization, the Vik- 


ings' Daughters, is included in the 
plan. The movement has already been 
brought to the attention of a number 
of - distinguished men and women in 
New York city, and it may soon take 
definite form in a national council of 
the United States.

The municipal electric light plant of 


Grand Rapids. Mich., -which has been 
in operation since 1890, has been held 
up as an example of successful mu- 
nicipal operation. It was therefore a 
great surprise when in a detailed re- 
port to the board of public works Sam- 
uel A. Freshne.v, the general manager 
of the plant advised that the generat- 
ing plant be shut down and that cur- 
rent be purchased from a private com- 
pany, as the city would save thereby 
30 per cent of the generating cost, 
amounting to more than §6,000 per an- 
num. 
The board of public -works 


promptly adopted Mr. Freshney's re- 
port and recommended to the city 
council that a contract with a private 
company be entered into. The council 
is, however, holding the matter in 
alxjynnce until the company secures a 
franchise.

ISducaton is the acquire- 


ment of the ability to meet' these cer- 
tain duties and privileges, but there 
are two ways to acquire this educa- 
tion, either in schools or n the hard 
school of-experience. He said that f u 
was the duty of every individual 
to 


obtain an education and that there is 
a possibility .for every individual to 
obtain a college education, the only 
bars being the lack of good health, or 
having some one to support. Outside 
of these, it is only a matfer of a pe- - 
sonal desire. Any able bodied boy or 
girl can work himself through almost 
any institution of learning. There aift 
opportunities at almost every college 
or university, and the institutions are 
glad to lend them every encourage- 
ment.

JEREMIAH MORROW—1823-1826. 


Jeremiah Morrow, who was governor from 1S23 to 1826, rose on the rounds 


of the political ladder from a representative in the territorial legislature to 
delegate to the first constitutional convention and theu successively a member 
of the state senate and for ten years Ohio's sole representative in the lower 
bouse of congress. In 1814 he was commissioner to treat -with the Indians 
west x>f the Miami river. Then he went to the United States senate. The gov- 
ernorship did not satisfy his political aspirations, and in 1841 he was returned 
to congress. While in congress Mr. Morrow drafted most of the laws provid- 
ing for the survey and disposal of public lands. He died March 22, 1852.

Often Done—Yale's Grand Work In 
China—Labors of Class Secretaries. 
That the secretary of war should 


drop the reins at Washiustou and 
tfivoi i thousand milps to si>f-m] three 
of his precious days and nights at an 
alumni gathering was not considered 
unusual by the members of Yale's 
Western Alumni association, whose 
meeting at Cincinnati was engineered 
by William H.. Taft. '78, a short time 
ago, says the New York Tribune. The 
time, money and attention which this 
occasion called for do not represent 
one-twentieth part of that which the 
secretary of war devotes each year to 
the interests of his alma mater. Every 
meeting of the Yale corporation this

TThile !t has been, of 
course, impossible to determine exactly 
just what amount of energy and effort 
each one of Yale's 13,000 alumni de- 
votes to Ynle's interests, it is possible 
rougnly to classify a large number of 
graduate types, the unusually high per- 
centage of -whose activities along these 
lines- raises the average far above the 
minimum man, whose active interest 
is confined to a few graduate dinners 
a year, periodical response to appeals 
for alumni funds and a trip to a clasa 
reunion at New Haven every three or 
five years. 


Class secretaries ranis high on the list 


of the griduates vrho give a goodly 
part of their time and activities to the 
interests of Yale and its alumni. Many 
a class secretary has been found who 
is devotin'- every hour of his leisure 
to the burden of constant compilation 
and coi-res^ ondence \vuich the keeping 
and chronicling of the history of some 
200 men, scattered to the ends of the 
earth, involve. Every one of these men 
is called upon at regular Intervals to 
compile and publish a book containing 
the history and status of each man in 
the class up to date. Each is always 
subject to a call by any member of his 
class for the latest and most detailed 
information regarding another member 
or group of members. It is not unusual 
for a class secretary to receive a de- 
mand for a complete list of the class, 
with latest addresses and a "married 
or single" annotation, for purposes of 
pending out wedding announcements. 
In tuiS work the secretary is not un- 
aided. A large proportion of bis elass- 
ntntes willingly assume a share of the 
burden of writing to their particular 
intimates and thus keeping the sec-re 
tary accurately informed. Thus, weeks 
of time; and attention are devoted by 
many Yale'alumni to class record work. 


The class agents of the alumni fund 


have an almost equal amount of con- 
stant and pressing labors to take up 
their leisure time. These men see to 
it that eaeh member of the class is 
kept in touch with the work of raising 
funds by the general body of the altini- 
ni for the support of the university 
and that each is solicited in a timely 
and tactful way to make his individual 
contribution. 
To this work many of 


the class agents devote weeks of the 
time of their office clerical force and 
much more of their own. As officers 
and committeemen of the organization 
of the alumni fund a score of men
